It is a heart-rending tragedy that young men 
must die in war thousands of miles fnmi their 
homes and ttwir lov ed ones, in the stark horror 
and loneliness of combat. 
The Vietnam ccmflict might seem ev en a more 
purposeless road to death for some, because 
the issues are confused,'because of the internal 
dissent in America. 
Nineteen-year-old Pfc. Stephen Haniotes of 
East Liv erpool, claimed by a Viet Cong land 
mine this week, was an introspectiv e young man 
who had been trained to serv e his fellow soldiers 
as a medic, p r^ a r^ to do his duty as his 
country saw fit. 


Twenty-year-old Marine Cpl. Ernest Madden 
of Wellsv ille, fatally wounded by a Viet sniper 
last week, had enlisted to fight against the en­ 
emies of this nation and its allies. 
Both these men were clearly helping to im­ 
plement the U.S. determination to safeguard the 
freedom of South Vietnam and to stand against 
aggression of Communism. 
They gav e their liv es as American soldiers, 
in the serv ice of their nation and for the kleal 
of liberty for fellow men There can be no high­ 
er purpose for their sacrifice. 


Lindv Wa sn’t So Lucky 


It is incredible that 40 years hav e gone by 
since the Lindberg flight 
It is not incredible, howev er, that so many 
facts about it and “Lucky LIndy” hav e been 
garbled in transition. 
11» purp<» e of that transatlantic solo hop 
was to demonstrate the reliability of airplanes 
in general and “The Spirit of St. Louis,’’ a 
Ryan monoplane in particular. The flight was 
not a stunt. It was a prcject. 
It brwight $25,000 prize money to Charles 
T.jndbergh. It brought unwanted fame, too. 
The av iator was a serious young man with 
an introv erted nature and a burning resentment 
of political injustice. His father, a fiv e-term 
cmgressman from Michigan, had been kicked 
around ‘cruelly by political opponents. Lind­ 
bergh was to be manhandled by President 
Franklin Roosev elt before and during World 
War n. 


He nursed a grudge against the press for in- 
v asiOTis of his priv acy. It was and still is in­ 
comprehensible to peq?1e who crav e fniblicity 
that Lindbergh did not crav e it in 1927. nev er 
liked it and today liv es happily withmit It. 
Lucky Lindy . . . 
Luck was the least important element in his 
accomplishment 40 years ago. It was a person­ 
al triumph of nav igation aiKl irfiysical endur­ 
ance. He prov ed his point -> Uiat airplanes 
were (tependable. Hav ing prov ed It, be wanted 
to be let alone. 
On the 40th anniv ersary of his demonstration 
of av iation’.s dependability, he, himself, is v ir­ 
tually unknown. Ev erybody knows what he did, 
Iwt scarcely anyone knows why he did it, or 
how he surmounted die unwanted fame it 
brought him. 


Wa r Is Ca mpa ig n Issue 


The Vietnam War will be an issue in the 196$ 
presidential election Just how large an issue 
will be determined by the war’s status at that 
time. 
To get some idea of what to expect, it is 
helpful to go back to the closing months of the 
E i^how er campaign in 1952 to see what the 
challenger was saying about the Kwean War 
and peace. 
In Los Angeles Aug. 5, the career militarist 
outlined what he termed “positiv e proposals 
and aspirations’’ for Americans, in the form of 
10 proposals. 
Tlie proposals IncliKled these two - “to win 
• just and lasting peace secured by the entire 
strength of the free world’’ and “to build a 
prosperity not based on war” 
At Gallup, N.M., Aug. 10, he said- “The 
day-bv -day, work-a-day chores of peace are far 
more difficult (and) often require greater mor­ 
al courage, a greater readiness to defy friends 
anil others, a greater readiness to sacrifice for 
this belov ed country . . . . than do some of the 
most desperate chores and tasks of war.’’ 


'The fiv e-star general assailed the Truman ad­ 
ministration in a speech in Atlanta Sept. 2 ac­ 
cusing it of “fumbling in the life-and-deatii 
matter of war and peace.’’ 
Then Sept. 4 in Philadel{rfiia, he indicted the 
administration for hav ing “bungled us perilous­ 
ly close to World War III.’’ 
One of his points for winning peace and prev ­ 
enting future “Koreas’’ was “aid by peaceful 
means, but only by peaceful means — the right 
to liv e in freddom.’’ 
On Oct. 24 Gen. Eisenhower stunned his op­ 
position by pledging to go to KiH'ea, if etected, 
to seek “an early and honorable end’’ to the 
war. 
As in any political campaign, much of what 
was said can be written off as just so much 
oraUM7; but it cannot be denied that the steady 
barrage of peace talk had a tremendous impact 
<m a war-weary nation. 
America again today is war weary. If war 
drags on until campaign time, a peace proposi­ 
tion will sound as good as it did in 1%2.

A recent public opinion poll on the iweference 
for president show^ President Johnson ev en 
with Michigan’s Republican Gov . George Rom- 
ney although only a monfii ago in the same poll 
Johnson was trailing by 10 percentage o<rfnts. 
This indication of increased public confidence 
in him no dmjbt has roots in numerous rea­ 
sons. but probably one of the most impwtant 
is that Johnson is a changed man in personal 
appeal. 
More self - confidence is a good explanation 
for that, along with the realization that he had 
long been qv erdoii« the personal appeal bit 
with his rhetoric and gyrations.

Mafia Takes On ^Mod Look’

CHICAGO. — The mob has gone mod. It’s 
decentralizing into a network of mini-mobs. It 
is polycoitric and pluralistic. Younger men are 
tough and defiant. There no limger is the 
clean-cut line of authority as 
In the days of A1 Capone and 
Tony Accardo. 
So 
the 
Mafia’s 
national 
commission and regional hier- 
arddes are forced to “make 
meets’’ to enforce discipline 
and order executions. 
Here me teams that a re­ 
cent Cosa Nosta high com- 
misskm gathering in a New 
Yo rk restaurant was called 
Victor Rlesei 
for approv al of ttie executim of a tough thug, 
Jidin (Smny) Franzese, who had begun chal­ 
lenging the triditionalists with a band of some 
40 enforcers of his own. He was sav ed only 
when a court conv icted him of looting banks 
white his men extmted money from small busi­ 
nesses. Only the terror tactics were old- 
fasMmed. 
May 8 at anofiier “meet’’ in the guise of a 
la i^ social gathering at a Buffalo, N.Y., res­ 
taurant lounge, men of another Mafia “family” 
cmferred quietly.

THE MLNI-MOB LEADERS, such as labor 
exUMrtioner Johnny Dio, who serv e impatiently 
while awaiting the death of their elders, are ac- 
tuarially aggriev ed. ’Th« r “family” chiefs take 
too long to die. So die subalterns mov e in on 
small Icinesses and v irgin fields. This occurs 
daily right across country from New York to 
Los Angeles where at least one of Dio’s old 
biMkli« has set up a terr« * shop. 
For graphic v iews of this underworld the na­ 
tion should watch New York, Pittsburgh and 
Chicago. Soon the U.S. Attorney in New York’s 
Southern District, R ob ^ Morgenthau, will put 
Dio m trial on charges of cmspiring to defraud 
creditms and the Trustee of a company by 
“concealing and transf« Ting assets belonging” 
to that firm “in contemplation of that compa­ 
ny’s bankruptcy.” 
This was a small business but scores of thou­ 
sands of dollars were inv olv ed Multiply this by 
hundreds of other small firms inv aded by the 
mob behind adv ance guards of accountants 
A friend of Dio’s, an old ally of his Team­ 
sters days, has had ev en a more space-mind­ 
ed thought. The friends, also a two-time con­ 
v ict, Joseph Curcio, along with some of the old 
bunch, has had his ambition .set on the future 
— the airfreight trucking loading and unloading 
business. He wants to make the airport ramp 


of tomorrow what the go« is made the water­ 
front of yesterday. The New York State Com­ 
mission of Inv estigation is looking into ghost 
payrolls, pressure on airfreight frucking asso­ 
ciations, corporations and some unions — the 
extent and manner organized crime has infil­ 
trated legitimate business and control of the 
air-freight field. 


THIS IS WHAT the men of the modem mobs 
see. They’re tl« ones with v ision. Airfreight, of 
cmirse, will become almost as big as land and 
sea freight. Just get a description of a monster 
flying freighter now being built by Lockheed 
and you hav e the future as the mod mob sees 
it. That plane will carry from six to eight fully 
packed freight cars. And it’s just the beginning. 
So the muscle-minded men who no longer can 
make the waterfront shake and quake now 
hav e mov ed into some of the nation's airports. 
There they challenge the legitimate unions such 
as the Transport Workers Union. 
The mob’s elders are more traditional. They 
go by the old standbys — oil wells, hotels, mo­ 
tels. restaurants, linen supply outfits, food pro­ 
cessing and ev en some defense work. They 
worry about the young fellows. 
“The syndicate and its chiefs are not dead 
by a long shot'’ said Harold Sell, the ex-FBI 
agent who is the new head of the Chicago 
Crime Commission. “But they are not as cocky 
as they were. Nor do they run as openly as 
they did in the old motion picture-type days 
which are as recent as fiv e years ago.” 


“THEN, when Tony Accardo allegedly hand­ 
ed ov er the command of the one family syndi­ 
cate here, there was a clear-cut transfer of 
power in mobdom. At that time he handed it 
ov er to Sam Giancana who is soon leav ing 
Mexico for Central America. But now the hand­ 
ing down of power is not as clear. ’There is no 
top personality who commands the wide and 
uniform respect of tiie old-lim gang chiefs. No 
one really has the credentials of a Murray 
('Die Camel) Humphreys who could anticipate 
any Dept, of Justice mov e. You’re right in us­ 
ing that political term. There is polycentrism ” 
There is a new “boss” of Chicago’s famed 
syndicate today. But here, as ev erywhere, the 
young Turks are not as disciplined as they 
once were. They’re on the prowl.

Kennedy, Reagan Talk» Rev iewed 


The transatlantic telev ision dialogue in which 
Sen. Robert F. Kennedy, D-N.Y., and Gov . 
R« iald 
Reagan 
of 
CaHfomia 
participated 
caused a lot of comment. 
Many who saw it are telling tiieir friends 
they misMd something and are suggesthig it 
should be repeated. 
What impressed those who watched was that 
Sen. Kennedy and Gov . Reagan were not debat­ 
ing with one another but repl)ing to questions 
from ov erseas. The answers, howev er, diffwwd 
on some of the prov ocativ e questions asked con­ 
cerning the Vietnam War. 
’The program, called “Town Meeting of the 
World,” was a discussion by way of (me of the 
communications satellites l^tween Europe and 
the United States. Students from sev eral uni­ 
v ersities in Great Britain were assembled in 
the British Broadcasting Co. studio in London. 
They came not only from England but from 
Europe, Africa and Asia, diaries dilMngwood 
(rf Clolumbia Broadcasting, who presided, of­ 
fered no comlhients of his own but merely saw 
to it that the questions were answered by eith« ’ 
the New York senator, the California gov ernor, 
o r both. 
One student wanted to know If the effect of 
the anti-Vietnam War demonstrations In the 
United States might actually be to prolong the 
war rather than shorten it. 
Sen. Kennedy said that ev « i If all the (ffo- 
tests were ended the war in Vietnam wouW 
continue and while the Hanoi gov ernment gets 
some encouragement from the protests he 
does not think that is why the war is contin­ 
uing or why casualties are growing. 
Gov . Reagan, on the other hand, said he is 
conv inced the demonstrations are prolon^ng 
the war and giv ing the enemy encouragement 
to cimtinue to hold out in the hope that div ision 
in America will bring peace witiiout defeat for 
North Vietnam. 
The discussion turned at one point to the 
question of draft-dodging. 
Gov . Reagan said while he defends the ri|dit 
of dissent and recognizes ttie principles held by 
conscientious objectors, he does not feel that 
these justify v iolations of laws gov erning mili­ 
tary swv ice.

It is a heart-rending tragedy that young men 
must die in war thousands of miles from their 
homes and their loved ones, in the stark horror 
and loneliness of combat. 
The Vietnam conflict might seem even a more 
purposeless road to death for some, because 
the issues are confused, because of the internal 
dissent in America. 
Nineteen-year-old Pfc. Stephen Haniotes of 
East Liverpool, claimed by a Viet Cong land 
mine this week, was an introspective young man 
who had been trained to serve his fellow soldiers 
as a medic, prepared to do his duty as his 
country saw fit.

Lindy Wasn't So Lucky 


It is incredible that 40 years have gone bv 
since the Lindberg flight 
It is not incredible, however, that so many 
facts about it and “Lucky Lindy” have been 
garbled in transition. 
The purpose of that transatlantic solo hop 
was to demonstrate the reliability of airplanes 
in general and “The Spirit of St. Louis,” a 
Ryan monoplane in particular. The flight was 
not a stunt. It was a project 
It brought $25,000 prize money to Charles 
Lindbergh It brought unwanted fame, too. 
The aviator was a serious young man with 
an introverted nature and a burning resentment 
of political injustice His father, a five-term 
congressman from Michigan, had been kicked 
around ‘cruelly by political opponents. Lind­ 
bergh was to be manhandled by President 
Franklin Roosevelt before and during World 
War II. 


He nursed a grudge against the press for in­ 
vasions of his privacy. Tt was and still is in­ 
comprehensible to people who crave publicity 
that Lindbergh did not crave it in 1927. never 
liked it and today lives happily without it 
Lucky Lindy . . . 
Luck was the least important element in his 
accomplishment 40 years ago. It was a person­ 
al triumph of navigation and physical endur­ 
ance. He proved his point — that airplanes 
were dependable Having proved it he wanted 
to be let alone 
On the 40th anniversary of his demonstration 
of aviation’s dependability, he. himself, is vir­ 
tually unknown. Everybody knows what he did, 
but scarcely anyone knows why he did it, or 
how he surmounted the unwanted fame it 
brought him. 


War Is Campaign Issue 


The Vietnam War will be an issue in the 1968 
presidential election Just how large an issue 
will be determined by the war s status at that 
time. 
To get some idea of what to expect, it is 
helpful to go back to the closing months of the 
Eisenhower campaign in 1952 to see what the 
challenger was saying about the Korean War 
and peace. 
In Los Angeles Aug 5, the career militarist 
outlined what he termed “positive proposals 
and aspirations” for Americans, in the form of 
IO proposals. 
The proposals included these two - ‘ to win 
a just and lasting peace secured by the entire 
strength of the free world" and “to build a 
prosperity not based on war ” 
At Gallup. NM.. Aug. IO, he said 
“The 
day-bv-day, work a day chores of peace are far 
more difficult (and) often require greater mor­ 
al courage, a greater readiness to defy friends 
and other*, a greater readiness to sacrifice for 
this beloved country . . . . than do some of the 
most desperate chores and tasks of war ” 


The five-star general assailed the Truman ad­ 
ministration in a speech in Atlanta Sept 2 ac­ 
cusing it of “fumbling in the life-and-death 
matter of war and peace ” 
Then Sept. 4 in Philadelphia, he indicted the 
administration for having “bungled us perilous­ 
ly close to World War III.” 
One of his points for winning peace and prev­ 
enting future “Koreas” was “aid by peaceful 
means, but only bv peaceful means — the right 
to live in freedom ” 
On Oct 24 Gen, Eisenhower stunned his op­ 
position by pledging to go to Korea, if elected. 
to seek “an early and honorable end” to the 
war 
As in any political campaign, much of what 
was said can be written off as just so much 
oratory; but it cannot be denied that the steady 
barrage of peace talk had a tremendous impact 
on a war-weary nation 
America again today is war weary. If war 
drags on until campaign time, a peace proposi­ 
tion will sound as good as it did in 1952

daily right across country from New York to 
Ixm Angeles where at least one of Dio’s old 
buddies has set up a terror shop.

A MOMENT OF MEDITATION 


“Therefore if any man be 
in Christ, he is a new creat­ 
ure; old things are passed 
away; behold, all things are 
become new.” 2 Cor. 5:17. 
This statement of the Apos­ 
tle Paul is of great import­ 
ance to all of us. It empha­ 
sizes the “new life” that is 
in Christ. We would lik e to 
div ide our study today into 
t hr e e different headings. 
First, how do we get into 
Christ? Second, what are 
some characteristics of the 
new life? TTiird, what is the 
reward of this new life? 
Let us now turn our at­ 
tention to our first question 
concerning how a person 
gets into Christ. Unto we 
find the correct answer to 
this question we cannot en­ 
joy the blessii^s of the new 
life. Paul giv es us the an­ 
swer we srek in Rom. 6:3. 
“Know ye not, that so many 
us as were baptized into 
Jesus Christ were baptiz^ 
into his death?” Thus it is 
clear that baptism is the ac-

tion that places 
us into 
Christ. Note also Gal. 3:26, 
27. Many claim to be in 
Christ without ev « - hav ing 
submitted to the LOTd’s com- 
maml to be baptized. How­ 
ev er, Paul says that we get 
into Christ by being baptized 
into Him. 
Second, what are some of 
the characteristics of the 
new life. Read carefully Col. 
3:5-15. In these v erses we 
hav e 
described 
the 
“old 
man” and the “new man”. 
The old man comnü tted such 
sins of the flesh as fornica­ 
tion, cov etousness, angor, fiU 
thy conv ersation, lying, etc. 
These characteristics 
life 
are the signs of the old life 
of sin. It is a sad thing to 
note that there are many 
people today that hav e not 
ev en tried to put this “old 
man (k sin” to death. We liv e 
in an age where young peo­ 
ple are being told that there 
is nothing wrong with forni­ 
cation. Lies are being told 
without ev sn any emlwass- 
ment. These are signs that 


show we are not liv ing the 
“new life” that pleases God. 
Characteristics of the new 
life are lov e, k indness, meek ­ 
ness, forgiv eness, and thank ­ 
fulness. It is easy to see 
which way is the better way. 
Our third question is in re­ 
gard to the rewards of the 
new life in Christ, Notice 
Paul’s answer to this in 1 
Tim. 4:8. “For bodily exer­ 
cise profiteth little: but god­ 
liness is profitable unto all 
things, hav ing promise of the 
life that now is, and of that 
which is to come.” Yes, the 
Christian life is rewarding 
in this life and also in the 
life that is to come. A Christ­ 
ian enjoyes life here better 
and is also mak ing prepara­ 
tion to enjoy the eternal life 
with the Father. 
Hav e you tak en the time 
to note the joy of being a 
Christian? If not, let me sug­ 
gest that you tak e that time 
now. The “new life” is the 
best life. Permit me to inv ite 
you to attend our serv ices 
tomorrow.

“ Therefore if any man he 
in Christ, he is a new creat­ 
ure; old things are passed 
away; behold, all things are 
become new.” 2 Cor. 5:17.

It empha­ 
sizes the “new life” that is 
in Christ We would like to 
divide our study today into 
t h r e e different headings. 
First, how do we get into

I^ t us now turn our at­ 
tention to our first question ,

Paul gives us the an­ 
swer we seek in Rom 6:3. 
“ Know ye not. that so many 
of us as were baptized into 
Jesus Christ were baptized 
into his death?”

Christ Note also Gal 3:26, 
27. 
Many claim to be in 
Christ without ever having 
submitted to the Lord’s com­ 
mand to be baptized 
How­ 
ever, Paul says that we get 
into Christ by being baptized 
into Him. 
Second, what are some of 
the 
characteristics 
of 
the 
new life Read carefully Col. 
3:5-15. In these verses we 
have 
described 
the 
“old 
m an” and the 
new man” . 
The old man committed such 
sins of the flesh as fornica­ 
tion, covetousness, anger, fil­ 
thy conversation, lying, etc. 
These characteristics of life 
are the signs of the old life 
of sin It is a sad thing to 
note that there are many 
people today that have not 
even tried to put this “old 
man of sin” to death We live 
in an age where young peo­ 
ple are being told that there 
is nothing wrong with forni­ 
cation 
Lies are being told 
without even any embarass- 
ment. These are signs that 


show we are not living the 
new life’’ that pleases God. 
Characteristics of the new 
life are love, kindness, meek­ 
ness. forgiveness, and thank­ 
fulness 
It is easy to see 
which way is the better way. 
Our third question is in re­ 
gard to the rewards of the 
new life in Christ. Notice 
Paul s answer to this in I 
Tim. 4 8 . “For bodily exer­ 
cise protiteth little: but god­ 
liness is profitable unto all 
things, having promise of the 
life that now is, and of that 
which is to come.” Yes, the 
Christian life is rewarding 
in this life and also in the 
life that is to come. A Christ­ 
ian enjoyes life here better 
and is also making prepara­ 
tion to enjoy the eternal life 
with the Father. 
Have you taken the time 
to note the joy of being a 
Christian? If not. let me sug­ 
gest that you take that time 
now The “new life” is the 
best life. Perm it me to invite 
you to attend our services 
tomorrow.

From Barter To The Present

barter to the present day mon­ 
etary system when he address­ 
ed the Lions Club Friday at the 
Travelers Hotel. 
He pointed out that trading 
finally became so involved that 
merchants sought another stand­ 
ard of value. Jewelry was used 
for a time and finally the coin. 
in

form, 
evolved. 
It is not known who made 
the first coin. Ohnezeit contin­ 
ued. but authorities generally 
believe they were produced in 
the last quarter of the seventh 


century in the small country of 
Lydia. At first there was no 
standard weight or markings. 
Coins eventually 
spread 
to 
Greece and Rome and -found 
their way throughout the world 
on trading vessels, he added 
Ohnezeit said he first started 
collecting coins in earnest, about 
1962 when he became ill and was 
unable to work. “ I needed some­ 
thing to occupy my tim e.” he 
said, “ and I’ve spent four years 
in getting these 
pieces” .

With still mo re wo rk and teaching in 
medicine, theo lo gy o r law, the stu dent might bectnne a docttH* 
(this wo rd (Higinally meant teacher). In 
same way, a co l­ 
lege stu dent to day, gradu ating after fo u r years 
stu dy, u s­ 
u ally becames a B.A. o r B.S. (Bachelo r o l Arts o r Science). 
One o r two mo re years o f stu dy may earn him a master’s 
d ^ e e su ch as M.A., Master o f Arts. With two o r three years 
mo re wwk, he may earn the do cto r’s degree, su ch as Ph.D., 
Do cto r o f Philo so phy. There are many mo re special degrees, 
su ch as C. E., CSvil Engineer. B.F., Bachelo r o f Fo restry, 
etc. Caps and go wns (right) indicate degrees o btained by the 
wearer.

In the same way. a col­ 
lege student today, graduating after four years of study, us­ 
ually becames a BA . or B S. (Bachelor of Arts or Science I. 
One or two more years of study may earn him a master's 
degree such as M A., Master of Arts With two or three years 
more work, he may earn the doctor’s degree, such as Ph.D., 
Doctor of Philosophy. There are many more special degrees, 
such as C. E , Civil Engineer.
